Special programs for which the 
St. Louis school system is widely 
known — those designed to de- 
velop the student as an individual 
—will have to be abandoned if 
the proposed increase in the 
school tax rate is not approved, 
Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey said yesterday. 

Rejection of the higher tax rate 
“would be felt in the classroom, 
and the ultimate victims would be 
the children,” Hickey declared. 

The Board of Education has rec- 
ommended an increase of 14 cents 
in the present tax rate, from the 
current $1.01 for each $100 of as- 
valuation, to 


If the increase is not approved 
by voters at the April 7 ~~ 
tion, the rate ill revert to the 89 
cents permitted to be levied with- 
out an election, and school of- 
ficials have warned that this 
would result in a financial crisis 
in the school system. 
Guidance 


“All the guidance programs 

which develop potentialities of a 
child through individual attention 
to his strengths and weaknesses 
would have to be sacrificed,” 
Hickey told the Post-Dispatch. 
“Not even the ‘three R's’ could 
be well taught—and today’s com- 
plex world demands that the child 
be given much more than this 
rudimentary education.” 
St. Louis has pioneered in many 
guidance programs, Hickey 
pointed out. As an example, he 
cited the remedial reading pro- 
gram developed and directed by 
William Kottmeyer, assistant su- 
perintendent of instruction in 
ey of special services. 


The reading program is de- 
gned to give the child with read- 
ling difficulties “what he can 
handle, regardless of his grade in 
ischool,” Hickey said. 

“Gradually the slow-reader is

‘requires special teaching mate- 
\rials, simplified books, and the 
extra time and individual atten-

conservation program conducted 
at Clark School and Soldan-Blew- 
ett High School, Hickey said. 

Kindergartens, with an enroll- 
ment this year of 7159 children, 
might have to be abandoned, al- 
though St. Louis was the first 
large American city to encourage 
pre-school training, Hickey added. 
Operation of kindergartens is not 
required by state law. 

Measures suggested to cut 
school expenses in the event the 
tax increase is not authc ized 
would directly affect the caliber 
of teaching, the superintendent 
said. These suggestions include 
shortening of the school year 
from the present 40 weeks to 35 
weeks, reduction in the number 
of books and other teaching ma- 
terials, and larger classes. 

Perhaps the most serious con- 
sequence of a lower tax rate would 
be a predicted salary reduction of 
17 per cent for teachers, he added. 
Salaries of new teachers, now 
$2800 annually, probably . would 
be cut to $2300—‘“and at these 
wages we would lost many of our 
qualified instructors, while young 
teachers would avoid St. Louis 
Hickey said. 

At present salary rates, some 
openings for teachers are unfilled, 
and on occasions it has been 
necessary to utilize students still 
in training at Harris and Stowe 
Teachers’ Colleges as temporary 
instructors, he said.

Building actually got under 
way in May 1950. Even up to 
that point, it hadn’t all been 
smooth sailing, and it wasn’t all 
smooth sailing thereafter. 

First, there had been the mat- 
ter of a selection of site. On the 
ground finally chosen for the 
market, about 17 acres, the Wa- 
bash Railroad had for many 
years had a “stub” yard, that is 
to say a yard of dead-end switch 
tracks, where cars had to be 
backed in and pulled out. If 
that space was to be used, all 
those tracks would have to be 
pulled out and located some- 
where else. There was a ques- 
tion of legality involved for the 
railroad, under Iaterstate Com- 
merce Commission regulations, 
and the question of cost to the 
road in doing the wrecking of 
the old yard and the building 
of another. 

Some Delays Encountered. 
The market almost got built 
at an altogether different loca- 
tion. But the North Market site 
was rather obviously the best 
suited for the New Commission 
Row for several reasons and the 
new corporation's desire . to 
bufld there finally prevailed. The 
railroad was paid $250,000 for 
its ground. 

The first winter after the pro- 
ject really got under way was a 
severe one and many delays were 
encountered due to bad weather 
and to material and manpower 
problems. 

So it was with a great deal of 
gratitude that the men of produce 
row gathered up their office fur- 
nishings and their equipment one 
weekend recently and moved en 
masse to the new “Commission 
Row.” 

All the firms who have places 
on the Row lease them from the 
corporation, thus several firms 
which own no stock afe, never- 
the-less, able to rent space in 
which to do business. There are 
98 individual units in the market 
buildings, providing space for all 
classifications of dealers, for cor- 
poration offices, and for three 
restaurants. 

In a separate building, called 
a scalehouse,,the railroad will 
lease space for headquarters for 
its so-called “teani-tracks” yard, 
a supplemental dévelopment 
alongside the market for the 
handling of additional carlots of 
produce and fruits. There also is

All rail ears will be handled in 
and out of the terminal by diesel 
powered locomotives.

No Easy. 
Briefings by Gen. Bradley on 


Possible Action — He Also 
Points Out the Probable 


Consequences: Grim.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. 


EN. OMAR N. BRADLEY, chair- 

man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 

briefed members of the Foreign Re-' 
lations Comnrittee of the Senate last 
week on measures that might be taken: 
to intensify the military effort in the 
Far East. Again this last Thursday he 
briefed President Eisenhower, 72 Sena- 
tors and 13 Representatives on the mili- 
tary situation around the world. 

The first briefing had the effect of stilling 
the clamor in Congress for a blockade and 
other publicized magic solutions in the Par 
East. Of the second briefing, Senator Styles 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, said, “It 
means we have got to face up to the m 
facts of life.” 

There is little new in the situation to make 
it more grim than it has been. The Chinese 
Reds are building up a substantial force of 
light jet bombers. The Russians are creating 
a no-man’s-land between East and West Berlin 
and may be contemplating a new Berlin 
blockade. . East Germany is being rearmed 
(just as North Korea was) while West Ger- 
many remains without arms as the French 
argue over the European Defense Community. 

The real meaning of the briefings seems 
to be that the Republicans, now they are 
in power, are getting the grim facts of life 
and are being convinced that the quick and 
easy solutions they put forward, when in 
opposition, de not stand up when examined 
as responsible courses of action. 

* “ > 

A MILITARY ESTIMATE follows a defi- 
nite logical pattern. Since the briefings 
really are military estimates, and all the prin- 
cipal factors are matters of public knowledge, 
it is possible to re-ereate approximately what 
Gen. Bradley has presented‘as the grim facts 
of life. This will be limited to the problems 
of Korea, Formosa and China, 

There are many things that might be done 
to intensify the effort in the Far East. 

1. Enlarge the South Korean Army to de- 
crease the American contribution to the 
front lines now and to permit withdrawal 
of some American forces eventually. 

Manpower and training facilities are avail- 
able to increase ROK divisions approximately 
at the rate of a division per month. The lack 
of trained leaders is the chief bottleneck in 
this program. The other major problem is 
equipment. It will have to be diverted from 
Formosa, Indochina or Europe. A political 
decision is required as to the extent to which 
this diversion can be carried without endan- 
gering our other commitments and also as‘to 
priorities of what remains available for other 
purposes. 

2. Combine amphibious landings with a 
drive te the north. 

This will require perhaps a 50 per cent 
increase in U.N. ground forces in Korea, a 
substantial increase in air forces and at least 
twice as much artillery as is now available. 
Success is not assured. Sixty per cent of the 
Red forces are behind the lines disposed to 
meet an amphibious landing. They might 
contain our landing, as the Germans contained 
the Allied forces at Anzio. 

3. Drive te the Yalu. 

This presents the same difficulties discussed 

above. In addition, as our forces move north,

they will come within range of Red air forces 
which will require greatly increased air 
strength to cope with. Our defense against 


Red air will require bombing of Manchurian jj 


air fields, for discussion of which see below. 
4. Use Chinese Nationalist Forces in 
Korea, 


This is objected to by the President of| 


Korea and Chiang Kai-shek, but both might 
be persuaded. The re-equipment of the Na- 
tionalist troops would prevent equipping an 
equal number of South Koreans and there is 
no assurance that the value of the former 
would greater than the latter. Some be- 
lieve that large numbers of Red Chinese 
might desert to the Nationalists in. Korea. 
Others fear that Nationalist troops would go 
over to the Reds. ” 
5. Use Chinese Nationalists on the main- 
land, 

They could be used only for raids, since 
their numbers are too small to maintain 
themselves against the large available forces 
of the Reds, Even large raids would require 
naval and possible air support from the 
United States, isvolving the United States in 
war with Communist China. This could lead 
to implementation of the Soviet-Chinese Mu- 
tual Defense Treaty and could end with the 
United States finding itself at war, without 
allies, with the Soviet Union in the Far East.

THERE ARE NUMEROUS countcr-meas- 

ures which might be adopted by the Commu- 
nists. 
1. Intensify attacks in Korea. They have 
the forces to do this, both ground and air. It 
is possible that a Red offensive is planned 
when the air build-up is confpleted. 

2. Bomb our forces in Korea, our airfields, 
ports and supply installations. 

The Red air force has this capability. They 
are believed to have 200 jet light bombers, 
500 piston t bombers and 500 piston at- 
tack planes all with adequate range. The 
MIGs do not have the range to protect bomb- 
ing raids, so that any daylight raids could be 
made only by the jet light bombers. 

3. Bomb Okinawa and Japan. 

The Red air force can do this. It would 
require greatly increased fighter and anti-air- 
craft forces to deferia our installations at 
these places. 

4. Bomb Formosa. 

This would require diversion of air and 
naval forces-to defend the island. 

5. The Soviet could give the Chinese sub- 
marines to resist a naval blockade. 

It is rumored that six submarines have 
already been transferred to the Chinese, if 
they are used we will be in a declared or 
undeclared war with China. 

6. Isolate or take Hong Kong. 

Additional forces would be required to de- 
fend Hong Kong. They are not now available 
to the British. 

Such are the facts of life in the Far East. 
They are grim. Most of the courses of action 
open to us would require a political decision 
transferring the focal point of our defense 
effort from Europe to the Far East. Such a 
decision involves the danger of getting our 
forces, especially air and naval, so heavily 
involved in China that we would not be able 
to extricate ourselves. Then the Soviet Union 
could move across Western Europe,

ITH the Middle East suddenly 
turning into the major battle front 

' in the cold war, the State Depart- 
ment is puzzling over the question wheth- 
er the time has come to meet the Rus- 
sians’ challenge in this strategic oil-rich 
area by changing its Mid-East foreign 


ship with Israel to alliance with Egypt, 
and at least close ties with the other 
Arab countries. 


The State Department has leaned toward 
the Arabs before, only to be diverted toward 
Israel by Congress and the White’ House. 
The State Department is not likely to test 
congressional opinion soon, however. Any

The Arab states remain at war with Israel, 
although the gunfire attending the birth of 
the Zionist state ceased almost four years 
ago. The Soviet action pricks anew Wash- 
ington’s old fears that the western world 
will be cut off from Middle Eastern oil—70 
per cent of the world’s proved reserves— 
which lies in Arab and Moslem Iranian ter- 
ritory. 

Another reason for contemplation of a 
changed policy is the fact that while the 
Russian star has been rising in Araby, one 
barrier to the strengthening of the United 
States in that region has been removed by 
the new agreement between Britain and 
Egypt's imposing and powerful prime min- 
ister-dictator, Mohammed Naguib, for Brit- 
ain’s surrender of its 55-year control over 
the Sudan, ' 

. * . 

THE SUDAN agreement opens the way to 
British-Egyptian negotiations on the Suez 
Canal, now the last known barrier in the 
way of negotiations between the United 
States and Egypt for an alliance in‘a Middle 
Eastern defense command. Egypt wants 
Britain to pull its 50,000 troops out of the 
Canal Zone. When the American Ambassa- 
dor in Cairo, Vefferson Caffery queried 
Egypt on the Middle Eastern command more 
than a year ago, the reply was “never until 
the British troops get out.” 

The future American course in the Mid- 
dle East es on the outcome of, the 
Suez talks, which have yet to begin. For 
Britain, the Sudan agreement represented 
one more step-down in the gradual decline * 
of British influence in the Near East and 
African areas. 


But the establishment of: a Middle East 
command would give back to Britain some 
of its lost prestige. As originally conceived, 


the command would be made up at least of

The First Month 


President Eisenhower and his Cabinet have 

been in office a month, This is not long enough 
to come to any settled conclusion about the new 
Republican Administration's relations with Con- 
gress and the people. Yet it is long enough to 
have seen a great deal happen. In fact: very 
few Presidents have had a first month as full 
of activity of one kind or another. 
' $inee another busy month will crowd quickly 
on the heels of the first, a summary of out- 
standing events so far will serve as a useful 
stocktaking. Here are the high spots: 


The Wilson Case 


Before the President himself was sworn in, 
the Cabinet became the center of unusual pub- 
lic interest because of the controversy over De- 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wilson. Senator Sal- 
tonstall and many other’ leading Republicans 
took the position that under the law Mr. Wilson 
could not keep his General Motors stock, as Mr. 
Wilson first said he would do, and also head the 
Defense Department, GM's biggest customer. In 
the end Mr. Wilson agreed to sell his stock and 


stocks and were approved, but one declined and 
his name was withdrawn. 


Reliance on Business Men 


The Wilson case called attention to the new 
reliance on business men. This is in accordance 
with the Eisenhower campaign. Of itself this re- 
liance is not bad. But it does put business man- 
agement to a test such as it has not ever had in 
our Government. A record number of six Cabi- 
net heads, those for Defense, Treasury, Interior, 
Commerce, Post Office and Agriculture, are busi- 
ness men. Noting this fact, Republican Senator 
Bennett of Utah, a former president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, warned the 
Administration against encouraging the belief 
that the Republicans would make Government 
into a “fairy godmother” for business. 


Secretary Benson and Farm Prices 


. In the first three weeks, beef prices at the 
farm dropped from 92 per cent to 82 per cent 
of parity, This produced a violent reaction in 
farming areas. When Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson described farm price supports as “disas- 
ter insurance” instead of machinery for “uneco- 
nomic production,” the outcry grew the louder, 
ranging all the way from bitter protest to de- 
mand for dismissal. The President found it 
necessary to say that this farm price problem 
was an inheritance from the Democratic Admin- 
istration and Majority Leader Taft of Ohio dis- 
missed the decline as something that had been 
going on for “twe years.” But Republican Sena- 
tor Young of North Dakota, member of the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee, was not dissuaded 


* from calling Secretary Benson “the one great 


disappointment in President Eisenhower’s Ad- 
ministration,” with views “completely contrary 
to those the President expressed in the cam- 
paign.” 


Reorganization Powers 

In the Truman Administration a presidential 
reorganization proposal became a law unless it 
was opposed by 49 Senators or 218 Representa- 
tives. When the bill to extend this authority was 
handled in committee in the new Congress, Sen- 
ater McCarthy of Wisconsin and Congressman 
Hoffman of Michigan, Republican chairmen, 
amended it to reduce President Eisenhower's 
authority. They did so by providing that 25 
Senators or 110 House members could block a 
reorganization plan. In the House committee, 
Democrats upheld the President, while G.O.P. 
members voted against him. At first the White 
House said it had no interest in this wing clip- 
ping. One spokesman even said the White House 
approved. But when it become apparent that 
this was a serious slap at President Eisenhower, 
White House pressure was put on and the com- 
mittees reversed themselves. Chairmen Mc- 
Carthy and Hoffman, however, stuck by their 
anti-Administration votes. The wires may have 
been crossed, as the Administration said, but 
it was plain that President Eisenhower could 


‘not rely on the heads of the two committees 


dealing with one of the foremost items in his 
program, 


Tax Cut vs. Balanced Budget 


President Eisenhower stands for a balanced 
budget. Accordingly he soundly opposes any cut 
in taxes in the immediate future, as he said in 
his State of the Union message. Acting directly 
counter to this, the House Ways and Means 
Committee, led by its chairman, Republican Rep- 
resentative Reed of New York, has voted 21-to-4 
in favor of advancing the date of income tax re- 
duction from next Jan. 1 to July 1. This would 
grant a 5 per cent tax reduction in 1953, Re- 
publican members of the committee voted down 
the proposal of the Democrats to call in the new 
Treasury officials to ask their counsel on the tax 
cut advancement. When President Eisenhower 
repeated his stand for a balanced budget, the 
Ways and Means Committee promptly retorted 
that taxes should be cut first—that any delay 
would risk “serious economic consequences.” 


Price and Wage Controls Lifted 


After only two weeks in office, the Eisen- 
hower Administration lifted wage controls and 
began to push decontrol of prices. Presumably 
the haste was due to a desire to make a showing 
of prompt and vigorous action in behalf of free, 
private enterprise, as prontised in the campaign. 
This created the danger of wage and price in- 
creases that would apply new pressure to the 
inflation spiral. Notwithstanding this danger, 
President Eisenhower said that standby control 
machinery would not be needed. Republican Sen- 
ator Capehart of Indiana believes otherwise. He 
immediately introduced a bill for standby con- 
trol machinery. It was “the height of impracti- 
cality,” said the conservative G.O.P. chairman 
of the Senate Banking Committee, to expect a 
new controls law to be passed and put to work 
in time to prevent panic buying and other evils 
that speed inflation. 


New Move in the Far East 


The first new policy in foreign affairs was 
President Eisenhower’s announcement that the 
Seventh Fleet would “no longer.be employed to 
shield Communist China.” Administration 
sources immediately began to talk in terms of 
help to Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist Army on 
Formosa and the possibility of a blockade of 
China by the United States. The British and 


other U.N. allies foresaw possible enlargement . 


of the Korean war. Reaction in the United 
States was none too favorable. As a conse- 
quence Secretary of State Dulles told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee that it would he 
“premature” to discuss the subject. President 


Eisenhower undertook to allay fears by sayi: 
that he did not have either a blockade or 
embargo under consideration. 


Repudiation of the Yalta ‘Agreement 


The second new policy was that the Adminis- 
tration intended to repudiate “secret under- 
standings of the past,” which, so it said, allowed 
whole peoples to be “enslaved.” This presum- 
ably was a fulfillment of all the attacks on the 
Yalta Agreement, launched in the campaigr. 
The response was far from favorable. Those 
Americans who believe that a contract is a con- 
tract and a treaty a treaty spoke out against 
breaking our word even to the Kremlin. The 
British said that regardless of the United States’ 
course, they would not repudiate an agreement 
eto which they were a party. Backing away from 
outright repudiation, Secretary Dulles came ur 
with a generalized resolution which merel: 
rejects any “interpretation” of wartime agree 
ments seeming to permit the subjugation ot 
free peoples. This is no new policy, and it is 
a long way from the policy many Republican 
Congressmen thought they were going to get. 
Inevitably, Republican Congressman Bentley of 
Michigan, moving into the position from which 
Secretary Dulles has withdrawn, now has before 
the House a resolution to revoke parts of the 
Yalta agreement outright. 

Secretary Dulles’ Trip to Europe 

Both at home and abroad the President was 
applauded on his announcement that Secretary 
Dulles would go overseas to gather information 
firsthand. On the eve of leaving, Mr. Dulles set 
a deadline for European unification on defense 
and warned that failure to meet the date would 
cause the United States to “rethink” its role in 
Europe. This acutely disturbed both Britain and 
France which regard their contribution to the 
defense of democracy as very great, as indeed 
it is. Set back by the unfavorable reaction of 
our allies to his knuckle-rapping, Secretary 
Dulles made a second and much milder report 
on his return. He dropped his lecturing and 
went im for moderation and persuasion. 


Statehood for Hawaii but Not Alaska 


As a campaigner, President Eisenhower called 
for admission of both Hawaii and Alaska. In 
doing so, he urged fulfillment of the G.O.P. 
platform. Yet he now supports admission of 
Hawaii, but says nothing about Alaska, There 
has been no official explanation for this dis- 
crimination against Alaska, but the best infor- 
mation is that the Republicans expect Hawaii 
would send two G.O.P. Senators to Washington 
and Alaska two Democrats. They want the Re- 
publican Senators but not the Democrats and 
so, apparently, for politics alone they are will- 
ing to put off Alaska, whose case is equally as 
good as Hawaii's. 


New White House Commissions 


Never have so many problems and issues been 
turned over to presidential commissions in so 
short a time. A long-term agricultural program, 
federal-state relations in housing, education and 
health, governmental reorganization, the struc- 
ture of the Labor Department—these and other 
matters have been or are to be assigned to 
commissions for study. Where this resort to 
commissions represents a need for information 
not now assembled, it is all to President Eisen- 
hower’s credit. But there are fields which have 
been well covered by commission reports, as for 
example, the Magnuson report on medical serv- 
ices. Failure to use available reports will waste 
precious time. 


Relations With Congress 


The President is making a thoroughly com- 
mendable effort to become acquainted with 
members of both branches of Congress through 
his White House luncheons and conferences, 
These invitations include Democrats as well as 
Republicans. At one of these conferences Gen. 
Bradley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and others in a position to know the facts 
briefed Senators and Representatives on the 
grim state of the world. Similarly President 
Eisenhower has already begun to strengthen the 
National Security Council. 


The First Press Conference 


For weeks it appeared that White House rela- 
tions with the press, and hence with the coun- 
try, might be much restricted. The first press 
conference cleared this up. Although the Presi- 
dent used most of the time to speak on his own 
volition, he did answer oral questions from the 
correspondents. There is even discussion of

Offshore oil was sixth in a list of 11 pieces of 
legislation which Senator Taft announced after 
a conference with President Eisenhower were 
assured of enactment.

Eisenhower had favored transfer of these oil 
lands from the federal domain to individual 
states. His Attorney General, Herbert Brownell, 
has now declared that President Truman's proc- 
lamation of offshore oil as a naval reserve 
merely moved jurisdiction from the Interior to 
the Navy Department.

War in Indochina in Stalemate, 
With France, U. §. Pouring in Aid; 


Reds May Be Crushed in 2 Years 


Concessions Demanded by Viet Minh at Start 

. Finally Granted—This and Creation of 
Vietnamese National Army Are Swinging 
People Away From the Communists.

SAIGON, French Indo-China. 


HE Indo-China war, now in its seventh year, is mired in a 
stalemate as bewildering and frustrating as the war in Korea. 
No decisive result seems possible this year, although three 
months of good operational weather remain before the monsoon 


rains break in June. 


For a brief period last autumn 
the military situation became 
fluid, The’ Communist-led Viet 
Minh achieved a strategic surprise 
in- a three-division offensive 
against the Thai country in north- 
west Tonkin, bringing up more 
troops and guns than the French 


munist depot area aroynd Phutho. 
“Operation 


munition and the seizure of a few 
Russian trucks 


But the Reds countered vio- 
lently, falling upon the French 
columns as they withdrew toward 
the delta, destroying several 
French tanks and inflicting sharp 
casualties. The attempt to force a 
Red withdrawal from the Thai 
country had failed. The Viet Minh 
could consolidate the vast coun- 
try they had overrun. 

Tide Turns ‘at Nasan. 

Then came the dramatic turn of 
the tide at Nasan. Unwilling to 
fight at isolated garrisons, which 
would only be swallowed one by 
one, the French decided to con- 
ce~trate at the Nasan airfield. 

The positions held through 
eight days of fighting. Although 
the airfield had been under direct 
fire, the French managed to evac- 
uate wounded to Hanoi. The en- 
emy lost a counted 1550 dead. 

This crucial encounter was the 
last major action in the north. 

Thus a stalemate was reached, 
with the Viet Minh occupying

Concessions Denied, Granted. 

When Ho Chi Minh went to 
Paris in 1946 he demanded three 
concessions for his provisiona 
Viet Minh government—independ- 
ence within the French union, a 
united Viet Nam and zg national 
army. 

Possibly the French, in a flash 
of intuition, saw that what Ho Chi 


government at Paris was moti- 
vated by a determniation to re- 
store the old unenlightened colo- 
nialism. It rejected the three 
demands. 


The Viet Minh broke off rela- 
tions on Dec. 19, 1946, and that 
same night there was a frightful 


Hanoi. 


Ironically, all the demands of 
Ho Chi Minh have now been 
met. “Independence within the 
French union” has been be- 
stowed grudgingly and belatedly 
on Viet Nam and the other as- 
sociated states, Laoca and Cam- 
bodia, The three states have 
each a national diplomacy and 
a national army. 

But meanwhile at least 80 per 
cent of the Vietnamese, convinced 
of French insincerity, had become 
supporters of the Viet Minh 


about three quarters of the Thai 
eountry and the French holed up 
in Nasan and Laichau. 

There seems to be only one so- 
lution to the Red tactics in the 
delta. New Viet Nam battalions’ 
must be created for regional serv- 
ice — lightly armed commando | 
units, each responsible for the | 
rotection of a small area. Be- | 
atedly, that is what the govern- 
ment of former Emperor Bao Dai, 
now the Viet Nam chief of state, 
is trying to do. 

The balance of forces is so even 
that neither side has the power 
to mount a decisive blow. The 
French now are in no danger of 
losing the Red river delta unless 
Communist China openly inter- 
venes. Crushing the Viet Minh 
army, however, is clearly beyond 
their present capabilities. 

. s - 

Belated French Concessions. 

Very late and only after a ter- 
rific waste of blood and money, 
France concluded that the only 

way to save something from the 
wreckage of its Indochinese Em- 
pire was to concede a real meas- 
ure of independence to the asso- 
ciated states of Viet Nam, Laos 
and Cambodia. 

For four years after World 
War IJ, France tried to revert to 
the old colonialism. Not until 
March 1949, did the Government 
at Paris formally pledge inde- 
pendence within the framework 
of the French union. Not until 
September 1950, was a Vietnam- 
ese National Army created. And 
it is only in recent months that 
the Vietnamese, by far the most 
advanced politically of the three 
national groups, have begun to 
believe French promises. 

Until then, the Viet Minh Com- 
munists had no trouble in con- 
vincing the overwhelming mass 
of the people that the French 
were acting in bad faith. For the 
French had tried just about every 
trick in the book, including an 
attempt to split up the country. 

Much of the improvement in 
the political climate is due to the 
administration of Nguyen Van 
Tam, president of the National 
Provisional Council. He seems 
to be capable, energetic and 
honest. Appointed eight months 
ago by former Emperor Bao Dai, 
he launched a number of political 
reforms and started the nation 
on the path to representative gov- 
ernment by holding on Jan. 25 
the first municipal elections in 
Viet Nam. 

Important Trade Prize. 

Meanwhile, the French civil ad- 
ministration is concentrating on 
attempts to retain economic con- 
trols. The Indochinese market is 
an important prize — last year 
French exports to Indochina ex- 
ceeded in value 200,000,000,000 
francs ($571,000,000). 

The French hope also to control 
banking, air transport and mer- 
chant shipping. 

France will continue to domi- 
nate air transport. For although 
Air Viet Nam now has a pre- 
dominantly Vietnamese board of 
directors and a Vietnamese chair- 
man, and although most of the 
capital is Vietnamese the com- 
pany remains under contract with 
Air France for engine replace- 
ments, spare parts and check-ups. 
The pilots are French. However, 
by next year all the ground crews 

Vietnamese. 
Direct Power Gone. 

“The time of direct power has 
passed,” one French official said. 
“Eventually, our army will with- 
draw But we do want to keep a 
few military bases.” 

One of the chief sources of dis- 
satisfaction for the Vietnamese is 
a fact that Viet Nam courts 

ave no power over French 
civilians. They have, in fact, 

urisdiction only in cases involv- 

g Vietnamese, for the 
Chinese minority in the country 
also enjoys extra-territorial rights.

Progress toward self -govern-

Even after France's for- 
mal pledge in 1949 of independ- 
ence Ho Chi Minh continued to 
enjoy the support of the great 
majority of the Vietnamese. 


Swing Toward French. 


A change came slowly. Marshal 
Jean de Lattre de Tassigny revi- 
talized the French Union forces, 
increasing their mobility by cre- 
ating fast-moving combat teams. 
But the most important decision, 
one that marked a turning point 
in the battle for the minds of the 
Vietnamese, was the creation of 
a national army in September 
1950. The army has become a 
real symbol of Viet Nam inde- 
pendence. With their own sons 
fighting under the colors of the 
new state, the Vietnamese began 
to emerge from a mood of sullen, 
despairing neutrality. 

Another factor in the decline 
of Ho Chi Minh’s popularity 
was the rise of Red China. For 
although the Communist con- 
quest of China made the Viet 
Minh stronger militarily, it 
weakened them politically. The 
Vietnamese have a traditional 
fear of China. To them Com- 
munism means China. 

More than 1000 Red Chinese 
advisers are now with the Ho Chi 
Minh government and their pres- 


ence is embarrassing to the Viet 


Minh leaders. The essential prop- 
aganda appeal of the Viet Minh 
has always been to Nationalist 
sentiments, and while each com- 
pany of rebel troops has a politi- 
cal commissar, the soldiers are 
taught little about Marxist theory. 
Already the war against Ho and 
his Red Chinese advisers is cost- 
ing one and a half billion dollars 
a year, of which one third is met 
by the United States. Both Viet 
Nam and French officials said 
they are satisfied with the scope 
of American aid, but warned that 
the cost of expending the national 
army will increase the drain on 
France and on America, Viet Nam 
plans also to start this year a 
munitions industry for small-arms 
production. 


Other Aid From U.S. 


<Besides its military aid, the 
United States maintains a special 
technical economic mission which 
currently is spending $19,500,000. 
Its main achievement has been 
in the field of public health, par- 
ticularly in the fight against ma- 
laria, trachoma and typhoid and 
in treatment of civilian war 
wounded. 


Notwithstanding all the trials 
and frustrations, the picture is 
much better than it was two 
years ago. The great hope rests 
with the Viet Nam national army. 
For while some American mili- 
tary observers are urging the 
French to send two more divi- 
sions -out here the Vietnamese 
are convinced that it would be 
better, politically and psychologi- 
cally, to concentrate on native 
troops 


Gen. Nouyen Van Ninh, Viet 
Nam chief of staff, believes the 
combined allied forces can crush 
the Vient Minh rebellion “in two 
more years,” barring an open in- 
tervention by Red China. Then, 
he says, the French could go 
home, leaving the national army 
to conclude the task of mopping 
up, which he estimates would 
probably take another two years.

Home-Front Accomplishments.

PSYCHIATRIST and a law 
professor team up here to 
ve us a powerful treat- 
mént of the medico-legal prob- 
lems ‘confronting our society. 
Conceding that no individual is 
enfirely free from neurotic 
symptoms, the authors discuss 
comprehensively all abnormal 
hun.an behavior and of the im- 
pact of such behavior by indi- 
viduals upon the rest of the 
community. 

Yet this work is by no means 
merely a theoretical discussion. 
The authors made a thorough 
search of all available data, 
both-of a medical and of a legal 
nature. 

They write of psychiatry, 
“that branch of medical science 
whieh deals with the diagnosis 
and-treatment of mental disor- 
ders.” They analyze the types of 
those who suffer from mental 
disorders, the causes of neu- 
rotic conditions and of anti- 
social conduct. But recognizing 
that the line between mental 
health and mental disorder is 
blurred, there is no attempt to 
define that line. The approach 
is threat of the inquiring scien- 
-tist, not of the empiricist. 

The layman reading this work 
will.develop a profound respect 
for.the trained psychiatrist. Dr. 
Guttmacher, pointing out that 
psychiatry is a relatively new 


science, readily concedes that 
the concepts of today may be 
discarded tomorrow, an ap- 
proach that is disconcerting to 
the lawyer who seeks certainty 
in precedent. 


Some chapters are addressed 
to the medical man on the wit- 
ness stand, to give him an in- 
sight into the processes of the 
courts. In others valuable sug- 
gestigns are made to the law- 
yers whose duty it may be to 
cross-examine the medical ex- 
pert. To the extent that it 
seemed germane, state laws and 
some decisions are noted, and 
an abundance of examples from 
actual cases are given. 

Environment rather than he- 
redity is emphasized as the 
causative force behind anti- 
social conduct. Later chapters 
deal with problems of treat- 
ment of the maladjusted, both 
of criminals and of others. Re- 
form schools universally fail to 
reform. Present state laws are 
generally antiquated and inade- 
quate. But, as the authors set 
forth, the most hopeful sign 
for the future is the fact that 
among psychiatrists, jurists, 
penologists and informed lay- 
men there has come a recogni- 
tion that our past methods of 
dealing with delinquency have 
failed, that something better is 
required. 

This is a readable book. It 
will appeal not only to special- 
ists in medicine, law and penol- 
ogy, but to the average intelli- 
gen. reader interested in the 
problems of modern society.

ESSRS. BLEILER, DITKY 
AND GREENBERG have 
been very active in anthol- 
ogizing fiction stories over the 
last few years, and between 
them are responsible for at 
least eight collections. The dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of 
the two books here reviewed is 
that, for the first time, science 
fiction novels are being anthol- 
ogized, 

Strictly speaking, however, 
most of the works in the two 
volumes should be called “nov- 
elettes,” for they are consider- 
ably shorter than the usual 
book-length novel. Each one in 
the Greenberg-edited book, for 
instance, averages less than 80 
pages. 


The fact that two collections 
of short novels have appeared 
at about the same time indi- 
cates that it was rather general- 
ly recognized that, while the 
supply of short stories has been 
pretty well exhausted, the rela- 
tively larger number of short 
novels which have appeared in 
magazines have not been re- 
published. 


Bleiler and Dikty have in- 
cluded two of the better science 
fiction novelettes that have ap- 
peared in the last year, and the 
other three range from fair to 
poor. Mr. Greenberg has chosen 
five novelettes that, by and 
large, can be rated only fair. 
Over the last 10 years there 
have been a number of out- 
standing novelettes. Although 
these first two collections give 
some hint that good stories are 
available, they certainly leave a 
large number of the better ones 
for later exploitation.

Adolf Hitler has a broad in- 
terest. He has written a thor- 
ough, revealing narrative of 
one man’s relations to the poli- 
tics of a nation and the world, 
He has also produced “a study 
in tyranny,” reviving the idea 
in something like its old sehse. 

As a focus for his inquiry, 
Bullock takes two problems

man, and of one man alone, was 


decisive”; second, “if the pic- 
ture given of Hitler at Nuern- 
berg was substantially accu- 
rate, what were the gifts Hitler 
possessed which enabled him to 
secure and then to maintain 
such power?” 


Bullock, a young Oxford his- 
torian, answers his questions 
brilliantly, ranging over fields 
of generalization and evidence 
usually assigned to psycholo- 
gists, sociologists, political sci- 
entists and economists. 

The inquiry begins with Hit- 
ler’s formative years. From 
the scattered available facts, 
Bullock constructs a persuasive 
and disturbing picture of ob- 
scurity and frustration, of a 
tense coil of hostilities ready to 
strike out against the imagined 
agents of his humiliation—the 
successful, Jews, republicans, 
“Marxists,” internationalists. 
During his poverty-haunted 
wanderings in the doss-houses 
and streets of Vienna, the young 
Hitler developed a definite 
world view and the authoritar- 
jan temper, the “will” (one of 
Hitler’s favorite words) to 
tyranny. 

Se 

N this “granite basis” of 

his early years (as he once 

called it) Hitler during the 
1920s built his political arma- 
mentarium, stocking it with 
weapons like surprise, the 
words and deeds of violence, 
the fast double cross, the big 
lie. Always he perceived that 
power may rest on the pros- 
pect of either inducement or 
deprivation, on “a mixture of 
bribes and blackmail.” 


In addition, Hitler learned 
how to appeal to the masses, 
particularly playing on frustra- 
tions of the middle classes he 
knew so well. Unlike older 
tyrannies, Hitler’s modern one 
was a mass-effort rallied by 
mass-propaganda to orgiastic 
peaks of mass-emotion. 

At once a cynical manipula- 
tor and a man of violent pas- 
sions himself, Hitler worked 
brilliantly to organize a full- 
bodied social movement. He, 
of course, played the role of 
destiny’s agent, the divinely 
endowed leader. 

Such skills were not Hitler’s 
only gifts. He learned how to 
charm highly-placed bankers, 
industrialists and merchants, as 
a fount of needed party fi- 
nances.

lf Birds Return, Can 
Spring Be Distant?

AIN or shine, Sunday is a pleasant day at Possum Trot. 
Not altogether a day of leisure, however, for these sel- 
dom come in the life of a livestock grower. So we're up 
as early as ever, well before the sun peeps over Buford Moun- 
; ' tain; and then the maestro 
generally mixes up a batch of 
corn cakes, muffins or waf- 
fles to go with the home 
- cured bacon or sausage, while 
Ginnie feeds the cat and 
Hartwig gives Mike and Chip- 
. per their breakfast. Then 
Hartwig takes the milk pail 
and heads for the stable 
while I put out oats for Daisy 
and Ribbon, feed for Junior 
and Old Crip, and corn and 
skimmed milk for the pigs. 
Up at the big barn, by this 
time, the cows are letting us 
‘know they want their break- 
fast, while away over in the 
Huff Field across the high- 
way, we can hear the heifers 
bawling. 

Last Sunday the weather 
was so fine that Ginnie de- 
cided she’d go along when I 
went down across the creek to take the yearling steers their 
hay apd then make the rounds to be sure all was well with 
the four baby calves which arrived last week. So she hurried 
with skimming the milk, then donned her blue jeans and 
boots and was ready when I came from the barn, with Mike 
and Chipper in the back seat of the car and baled hay stick- 
ing out of the trunk. We found the calves with their mammies 
down in the stubble fields at the bottom of the hill, all happily 
dozing in the sun,* and left a half bale of hay for the old 
girls, I went up to examine the newest youngster, which 
proved to be our fifth bull calf in a row, and he minded not 
at all until he happened to roll his eyes upward and saw the 
monstrous stranger standing over him. Then he let out a 
frightened bleat, jumped to his wobbly legs, and took off 
across the field full tilt. His mammy took one look and started 
after him, but he ran until he bumped headlong into the fence 
where she caught up and soon quieted him down.

Crossing the creek, Ginnie ¢aught a glimpse of 
the first purple finch of the seison and secon we'd 
spotted two more of the beautiful wine-colored birds, 
slipping through the cedar thicket, I expect they've 
been here a week or more, for they generally begin to 
arrive during the first days of Fébruary and will be 
with us until mid-May, The females were with them, 
looking not unlike one of the sparfows though slightly 
larger and more olive in color. They are an excellent 
reminder of the exactitude with which the migratory 
birds arrive cach spring.

@EARLIER IN THE WEEK, Jack Stanford Sadler, and 
Ed Biffle of the Conservation Commission stopped by for a 
look at some of our wildlife plantings; and over at the big 
pond we jumped a pair of pintail ducks, which are one of the 
first to move northward from their wintering grounds. And 
on other days this month, we’ve seen ring-necks and bluebills, 
which leaves only the wood duck still to check among the 
species which should be here by mid-February. Unless, that 
is, we count the coot, which is a shore bird rather than a 
duck. It is a bit early for the rest of the shore birds, though 
we should begin to see the Wilson's snipe almost any day. 

The red-wing blackbirds also arrived last week and on 
Sunday we flushed big bands of them down on the marshy 
ground, They. would rise and wheel with the other black- 
birds and come to rest in the tops of the tall, shag-bark hick- 
ory trees, filling the air with their liquid call. Among the 
blackbirds we could distinguish the Brewer’s and rusty and 
the cowbird, although it would be hard to say whether these 
are migrants, since a few of all these species winter with us.

On the way back to the house, we heard a field 
sparrow singing its clear, tinkling melody; one of the 
sweetest songs of the hedgerows. But here again, 
we’re not certain this is a migrant, since some field 
sparrows winter this far north. And the same is true 
of the kingfisher which I saw one day last week, 
perched in his accustomed place on the cable from 
which swings the water-gap.

ARGARET ANNE was having

“How's she doing?” they kept

ery door. Margaret Anne didn't 
seem to mind dividing her de- 
lightful charms between four 
mothers, a grandmother, and a 
few interested bystanders al- 
though # was obvious that her 
bottle of milk and dish of 
strained applesauce were her pri- 
mary concern at the moment. 


. Four and one-half months old, 
Margaret Anne has spent four of 
those months in college, as the 


management residences here at 
Eastern Illinois State College. 
Home economics majors who will 
marry or teach, or, more likely, 
combine marriage and teaching, 
are learning about babies from 
her. What red-haired, blue eyed 
Margaret Anne is learning, evi- 
dently, is that the world is filled 
with smiling faces and loving 
arms and a cheerful atmosphere 
that seems to be reflected in her 
sunny disposition. 

The idea of using a real baby in 
class work is no new one but a 
full time infant campus resident is 
rare, and E.1S.C. is the first Illi- 
nois college to try the experiment. 

“The idea behind it is that 
we're trying to give our girls prac- 


tical experience in home making“ 


and child care,” says Dr. Robert 
G. Buzzard, president of the col- 
lege. “And this business of bath- 
ing and pretending to feed a doll 
baby always seemed pretty silly 
to me.” 

Dr. Ruth Schmalhausen, direc- 
tor of one of the two home man- 
agement houses, favored the live 
baby idea, too, having cared for 
several in her work as a graduate 
assistant at Penn State College, 
so she set about finding one. 

“I contacted a welfare worker 
at a Salvation Army hospital in 
a nearby city,” she relates. “She 
came here and looked us over and 
said she thought it would be an 
ideal arrangement for a young 
mother who wanted to keep her 
baby but couldn't care for # right 
away. 

“We told her we'd prefer a baby 
from four weeks to three months 
of age. When she called and told 
us she had a baby girl just two 


’ weeks old, we decided we could 


take her, I drove to the city and 
brought the baby back.” 

Margaret Anne turned out to be 
a wonderful teacher. 

“Few of the girls had ever 
bathed a baby, fed a baby or made 
a formula,” Dr. Schmalhausen 
says, “and it’s been quite edify- 
ing to them to find out just how 
much work a baby entails.”

HE beautiful, new, specially 
4 built and equipped ranch style 

houses which serve as home 
management residences at the col- 
lege are kept in a way that the 
average homemaker would envy. 
There are four girls to a house. 
One acts as cook, one as hostess, 
one as housekeeper, and one as 
child director, known more infor- 
mally as “the baby’s mama.” Dr. 
Schmalhausen directs activities 
and serves as “the baby’s grand- 
ma.” Of course the girls carry 
a full program of other classes 
and work which takes them out of 
the leisure lady category. 

Just taking over her duties as 
child directcr the day we visited 
was Jacqueline Olsen. Between 
bathing, dressing and feeding op- 
erations which she handled with 
care and competence, she told us 
about the baby’s schedule. On six

usually sleeping on hér tummy, 
wakes in time for a bath before 
her luncheon, and then naps 
again. If it’s warm and sunny she 
takes her afternoon nap in her 
carriage out of doors, snugly 
wrapped in bunting and blanket. 
In the late afternoon she has 
orange juice and is brought into 
the living room for play. 

“She warts to be in the room 
with us whether she’s playing or 
not,” Orpha Bower said, adding 
the familiar parental comment, 
“but then, she’s never the same 
two days in a row.”

Margaret Anne 
now weighs 14 pounds three 
ounces, and, “Now when I pick 
her up,” says Marjorie, “I can't 
believe it’s the same baby.” 

Leona reath, the other 
“mother,” has a nephew two days 
older than Margaret Anne and 
both she and Jackie, who also 
became an aunt recently, feel 
they’re experienced advice givers. 
The girls compare Margaret Anne 
with the achievement charts in 
their child development text- 
books and proudly report that 
she’s normal. 

She looks at her hands with 
interest but hasn’t quite “discov- 
ered” them yet. She’s just start- 
ing to sit up but is most com- 
fortable propped up in her car- 
riage. From~this regal position, 
she looks around at her adoring 
subjects and gurgles as if to say 
a babye never had it so good. 

Margaret Anne has had eight 
mothers so far and will have had 
12 by the end of the school year. 
Each group of four girls stays 
only a quarter of the year in the 
home management house and a 
new quartet moves in. Her family 
also includes Vivian Parker, Bet- 
ty Harrison, and Vera Prather, 
who live in the adjoining home 
management house with director 
Elizabeth Wilson, and the parents 
and relatives of all the girls. 

“They tell me the first thing 
their nts ask when they go 
home.is, ‘How’s Margaret Anne?’” 
Dr, usen laughs. “And 
when they come to visit they 
want to know,“Is the baby awake? 
Can we see her?’”

“Even though I’m here,” says

“They said it wasn’t a ‘normal 
home situation’,” Dr. Schmalhau- 
sen says.

From the baby’s point of view, 
they feel it’s worked out very 
well, inasmuch as she was not 
available for adoption and is not 
being withheld from prospective 
parents, and inasmuch as her 
mother could not care for her 
and would have had to find a 
foster home for her temporarily. 

“We think she’s had a better 
start in life than she could have 
had elsewhere,” says Dr. Schmal- 
hausen. “She’s had the best of 
everything, food, clothing, medi- 
cation.” 

As for loving. care and that in- 
tangible “feeling of being want- 
ed,” there’s no doubt that she’s 
had those in abundance. They 
think the baby herself, healthy 


and happy, is the best proof of 
that.

CHICAGO, Feb. 21. 
ANT to buy some radioactive 
dirt? A pinch of radioactive 
sugar, perhaps? Or a low- 
cost “Super Sniffer” to prospect 
for a fortune in uranium? 

A bewildering selection of such 
improbable products is the stock- 
in-trade of a million-dollar busi- 
ness built on atoms. It is called 
Nuclear Instrument and Chemical 
Corp. and it was started by three 
Army sergeants who chipped in 
$500 each, 

Having assisted at the birth of 
atomic energy on wartime bomb 
projects, the boys decided to 
move in on the ground floor of 
its adoption by industry, medicine 
and heaven knows what else. It 
was a hunch, and ft led them to 
their current sta as employers 
of 110 persons (including a staff 
of atomic chemists and physicists), 
suppliers of corporations and uni- 
versities spread from Stockholm 
to Caleutta and manufacturers of 
just about anything anybody 
might require to put atoms to 
work, 

Theirs is a business free of the 
shackles of precedent. Take the 
matter of radioactive dirt. The 
Nuclear firm just happened to 
have it around. It was a by- 
product, apparently useless until 
it developed that it was just the 
thing for manufacturers of soap, 
detergents, water softeners, wash- 
ing machines, and even for laun- 
dries. Now Nuclear is getting 
ready to turn out swatches 
equipped with radioactive dirt. 
The cleaning people will apply 
their products to them and the 
amount of radioactivity traceable 
in the cloth ag it goes through 
the cleaning process will indicate 
just how much dirt is coming out 
and how much, if any, is left at 


. the end. 


It’s all perfectly safe: the radi- 
ation in a gross of swatches is 
less powerful that that of a 
radium-dial wristwatch.

So did the nation-wide hunt 
for uranium, spurred by a Gov- 
ernment offer of $10,000 for good- 
sized deposits of the metal. This 
caused Nuclear to put on the 
market a portable Geiger counter 
called the “Super Sniffer” which 
sells for $49.50. 

The sniffer weighs two pounds 
and runs on two flashlight bat- 
teries. It comes with a Govern- 
ment booklet, “Prospecting for 
Uranium,” and a_ radioactive 
source that can be used to check 
whether the counter is working 
properly. You may also buy the 
radioactivity separately. It comes 
in a handy plastic case and runs 
a dollar, 


“Can be carried in your pocket 
for any length of time without 
danger,” says the promotional 
literature.

OBODY has collected a $10, 

000 bounty with the sniffer, 

but the 3000-odd models Nu- 
clear has sold have come in for 
some in uses. A high 
school student in Wisconsin, 
checking the background count of 
radioactivity carried by the wind 
to his home town, was able to tell 
from the sniffer that atomic ex- 
periments were in progress in Ne- 
vada. And a fellow in New Mex- 
ico found it invaluable in protect- 
ing his home against radiation 
given off by his wife who was re- 
ceiving strong dosages of radio- 
activity as cancer therapy.

An exploration geol- 
ogist used it all over the far west 
to pinpoint possible oil deposits. 
Certain geological formations, it 
appears, can be detected by ‘de- 
termiriing the pattern of radio- 
activity above the ground and a 
properly equipped plane can 
eliminate a lot of wild goose- 
chasing, 

Then there was the wealthy 
Chicago wire manufacturer for 
whom Nuclear equipped a jeep 
with $5000 worth of special ura- 
nium prospecting instruments. 
The man came back from a west- 
ward trip much refreshed.

There is a pocket-sized “Nu- 
clear Chea for civil defense 
work (the AEC paid for part of 
its development) and an intricate 


tumors, diagnose and treat some 
thyroid ailments, and monitor 
heart function and blood volume. 

For teaching purposes Nuclear 
has figured out a number of new 
gadgets. One is the “Cloud- 
master” in which students can 


“actually see radioactivity (which 


is usually invisible), They can 
watch the vapor, observe how it 
travels and how far it goes be- 
fore it is absorbed. And there is 
a “Classmaster” demonstration 
unit for simple experiments per- 
mitting an instructor to show the 
properties of radioactivity. 
Everybody working in Nuclear’s 
technical division wears film 
badges and gets routine blood 
tests by way of protection against 
possible excess exposure to radia- 
tion. Some 50 per cent of the 
firm’s present work is in classi- 
fied contracts for defense agen- 
cies and some of the experiments 
conducted on the premises are sd 
delicate that radium-dial watches 
may not be worn in the vicinity. 


Despite such apparent invita- 
tions to trouble of one kind or 
another, Nuclear operates as 
serenely as if its workers were 
peeling potatoes. 

“The most exciting thing that 
ever happened around here was a 
roof leak,” says Vice President 
Kuranz. 


Nuclear naturally doesn’t mind 
filling Government contracts, 
but it doesn’t feel comfartable 
at the thought that the company 
should come to depend on them. 
So the boys are doing their best 
to get away from research and 
into pioneering applications of 
atoms in industry and medicine.

HE company is the only com- 

mercial manufacturer of radio- 

active sugar. The sugar is used 
in medical experiments to study 
kidney functions with radioactive 
excretions serving as a valuable 
tip-off. 


The sugar, by the way, is 
grown on Nuclear’s “farm.” This 
is a laboratory department right 
an company premises where the 
sugar is taken from plants, most- 
ly lily leaves. 


Nuclear also makes radioactive 
DDT and other weed and insect 
killers. Insects, for instance, de- 
velop immunity to killers and re- 
search on insecticides must be 
continuous. Radioactivity permits 
researchers to trace precisely 
what happens when an insecti- 
cide hits its victim. Where does 
it travel? How does the insect 
come in contact with the killer? 
On the whiskers? Or is it ab- 
sorbed through the skin? Nu- 
clear’s products help bring an- 
swers to such questions. 

The company is also preparing 
to turn out radioactive oleomar- 
garine. A manufacturer of dish- 
washers will be able to smear a 
little of it on a plate and run 
the plate through his washer to 
see, by monitoring the radio- 
activity, exactly how fast and 
a efficiently his machine does

Talk to Anyene 


xPerTs here have found that stutterers 
can help themselves by joking about their 
problem. This relieves tension and fear 
of embarrassment. They try to get people 
laughing (with them, not at them, of course). 
The Clinic’s studies have produced a start- 
ling new theory on why children stutter—and 
what parents can do about it. 
@ The University has started a “Stuttering 
Team.” It’s an entirely new type of college 
team, organized by the University’s Speech 
Clinic, directed by ex-stutterer Wendell John- 
son, professor of speech pathology. 
e The young men and women who make up 
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the team, Bill Trotter and others, talk before 
civic clubs, luncheon groups — even on radio 
and television programs. 

They will talk to anyone who will listen. 
@ They joke about their stuttering and they 
appear in stuttering skits. They tell hilarious 
stories of what happens to them when they 
try to talk to strangers. All of this is adding 
up to just one thing: improved speech for 
many stutterers. 

Take Martin Young, for example. 

Martin, a tall, good-looking lad, got up be- 
fore an audience and said he was going to tell 
“h-h-how I c-c-cured my s-s-stuttering.” 

But first, he said, he wanted to tell a story 
about his friend and fellow-stutterer, Al Hud- 
son. It was Al, incidentally, who thought up

he Clenched Jaw 


E DESCRIBED in detail the things he used 
to do when he stuttered — how he 
clenched his jaw, twisted his lips, 

slapped his thigh or made any of the other 
agonized movements a stutterer makes try- 
ing to talk. 

@ The remarkable thing about Young's talk 
was that, as he went on, he stuttered less and 
less. By the time he finished, he was talking 
without a trace of stuttering. He dramatically 
demonstrated how he had conquered his han- 


. dicap. 


In his talk, Young explained how he tackled 
his speech problem under the guidance of ex- 
perts at the Speech Clinic. 

“We try what we call ‘negative practice’,” 
Young said. “For example, I would look into 
a mirror to find out what I was actually doing 
when I stuttered. I watched how I turned my 
head or blinked my eyes. 


“Then I found I could fake those move- 
ments. It took a lot of practice to fake the 
quivering and the tenseness of the throat. 

“But gradually, you find you can make up 
your own way of stuttering, to choose a pat- 
tern of stuttering that’s easiest for you. You 
find you can eliminate other patterns. 

“Once you’ve made yourself stutter the way 
you want to, then you can eliminate the stut- 
tering patterns one by one.” 

After more than 25 years of pioneering re- 
search on speech problems, the University of 
Iowa’s Speech Clinic learned a lot about why 
people stutter. 

“To begin with,” says Prof. Johnson, “we ex- 
amined stutterers from almost every angle. 
We studied breathing, right- or left-handed- 
ness, biochemical factors. It took us many 
years to find out that stutterers are people 
whose physical features generally are no dif- 
ferent from those of non-stutterers.” 


The Parent’s Ear 


ATER RESEARCH at Iowa and elsewhere in- 
dicates strongly that stuttering is not 
caused by physical defects, nor personal- 

ity defects. 

@ “We do find,” says Prof. Johnson, “that stut- 
tering causes some personality maladjust- 
ment. Stutterers tend to be more sensitive, shy 
and over-anxious about their relations with 
other people. Other than that, they’re no more 
maladjusted than non-stutterers.” 

e Stuttering, says Prof. Johnson, is a pattern 


of behavior that can be learned. What the 
stutterer actually learns is the fear of stutter- 
ing. His fear is expressed in his efforts to keep 
from stuttering. And the harder he tries, the 
worse he stutters. 

@ Conclusions reached to date indicate 
strongly — and here Prof. Johnson chooses his 
words very carefully — that: stuttering some- 


_ times starts not in the child’s mouth, but in the 


parent's ear. | 

“Repetition of sounds, words and phrases 
—as well as other kinds of hesitation—are part 
of normal speech in child and adult,” Johnson 
says. “The normal baby, for example, doesn't 
say ‘da.’ He says ‘da-da.’ 

“But some parents consider this defective or 
abnormal in older children. They may not call 
it stuttering, but they usually think it is. 

“If the parent would just say, ‘my child is 
stuttering’ and let it go at that! But no—he 
wants to do something about it. Being un- 
trained in speech problems, he will only make 
things worse. 

“The parent doesn’t stop with a mistaken 
diagnosis. He tells the child to talk slowly, to 
take a deep breath. Actually, great damage 
can be done by telling the child to take a deep 
breath—you stand a chance of rendering the 
child speechless in a very short time. It’s al- 
most impossible to talk normally while hold- 
ing back too much air. 

“Generally, our advice is: let the child’s 


_ breathing and speaking alone.” 


The Speech Clinic’s treatment for adult 


stutterers consists basically of (1) making the - 


stutterer talk as much as possible; (2) chang- 
ing just what he does when he stutters; (3) 
counseling him about his own problem. 

The stutterer is made to go through one solid 
hour of talking every day. The average stut- 
terer talks uninterruptedly for only 30 to 35 
minutes out of an entire day. 

Next step is to examine closely the things he 
does when he talks. 


@ “We want him to change the way he stut- 


ters,” says Prof. Johnson. “We want him to 
stutter with less effort and tension. Then we 
want him to talk more simply—without foot- 
stamping or thigh-slapping, for example. 


Wipe Out Fear 


66 INALLY, we want the stutterer to feel 
| Oe he can stutter deliberately, in his 
own chosen way, and to cultivate control 


of the way he stutters. 


@ “All along, we’re working on his fear, of 
course—the fear of what the stutterer calls his 
stuttering. We try to make him less fearful, 
to the point where he’s no longer afraid. 

“And when he’s no longer afraid of stutter- 
ing—he no longer stutters.” 

The day he loses his fear is a big day in the 
life of a stutterer. Take the student who always 
had holes in his socks. He had to order the 
wrong size—10 or 12—because he couldn’t say 
“11” to the clerk. ‘ 

One day he strutted into class with a happy 
grin on his face and triumphantly held up 
three dozen pairs of size 11 socks. ”
